Making the Consent 
Decree Work 


When the consent decree Tequiring the San Francisco 
Registrar of Voters to intensify his outreach _ efforts 训 
the Chinese and Spanish speaking communities was signed 
in May 1980, many cheered and sighed with relief. Finally， 
it seemed，the registrar was going to aggressively Sojlicit 
the. participation of' these _ traditionally disenfranchised 
communities in the American democratic ProcesS. 


The right to vote is priceless and primary. San Francisco 
im the past has suffered from an attitude that these com- 
munities dont matter. To Overcome that damage, forceful 
and dedicated effort is required. The consent decree Was 
designed to _ guarantee SucH effort; but it cannot yet be 
accepted as accomplished . 

While Registrar of Voters Jay Patterson is a tremendous 
impIovement from his predecessor and has made com- 
mendable efforts toreach out to these communities，Some 
members of the advisory comimittee monitoring his efforts 
have expressed frustration with a lack of aggressiVemness 
on the partofthe registrar, and a lack of assistance offered 
them imn their efforts to examine his compliance efforts. 

We commend the registrar for his recent work in the 
Chinese and Spanish speaking communities，yet We Urge 
him to more actively follow compliance efforts to see 
that they are thorough and to ascertain that all his workers 
do likewise. Superficially fulfilling aspects of the decree 
is not enough: the spirit of the decrtee must be embraced 
Wholeheartedly 记 order to be successful im Teaching 
these communities. 

Though the adyisory committee has been'critized in the 
past as being'，ineffective，we applaud:theirefforts to 
scfutinize the TegistrarS Compliance endeavVorS Theirs js 
not atriyial task, nor 8 让 a glanoroustask. We urge the 
Tegistrar to be more attentive to their inquijiries, to worK 
more closely:， with them,，， and to consider thoroughly 
their requestsforamore aggressive caimpaigni:

The White House 
Conference on Aging 


The White House Conference on Aging was planned 
in 1980 in recognition of the many problems :confronting 
elderly in the US, and the tragic treatment they sometimes 
suffer. By having the elderly meet together to discuss and， 
identify priority issues，it was hoped that this could be 
afirst step to rectifying the situation . 

This year，the elderly stand as one the groups most 
vulinerable to _ the Reagan Administration?s .proposed 
cuts in social Security，Medicaid，welfare，food stamps 
and various other Social serVices. These cuts may indeed 
Spell tragedy for the many elderly struggling to survive 
on Small 丰 Xed incoimnes. 

Recent efforts by the Reagan Administration to dilute 
the conference and cancel some of the pre-conference 
caucuses js a very low blow. These are not extreimists | 
demanding the world; these afe not Social parasites asSking 
for handouts. These are ouUr grandparents and ouUr parents: ， 
reSponsible adults Who have worked their 1lives， who| 
Tecognize the dismal problems now facing many 外 their | 
generation, and who want to act constructively to correct 
the situation. 

If their voice muted now，then how much more 
aggravated will an already serious problem become 了 

future years7 How many more poor and lonely elderly 
will suffer? We urge the Reagan Administration and our 
Congressional Tepresentatives to listen to these people， 
and to heed their words. 


Lee Yick's trial was passed in May， 
1880 and granted the Board of 
Supervisors comPplete discretion to 
grant consent to operate laun- 
dries in ， wooden :structures， 
Though it was declared invalid by 
SF Superior Court in 1881，this 
ordinance remained on the boolks 
but was seldom enforced，accord- 
ing to Cioia. 
-ARRESTED 

On June 1，1885 Lee Yick 
applied for consent to the Board of 
Supervisors to extend license that 
would expire on Oct. 1. Consent 
was denied without reason not 
only for Lee Yick's laundry but for 
200 other Chinese laundrymen as 
well，and police were sent out to 
make sure none of the ljaundrymen 
Violated the board's decision, On 
Aug.，22,;， though his ， existing 
permit had not yet expired，Lee 
Yick was arrested for operating his 


wooden laundry “without the 
board's consent. 
Lee Yick was immediately 


brought to court and ordered to 
pay a $10 fine， He refused and 
Was sent to the city jail, The Tung 
Hing Tong's counsel fjiled for a 
writ of Habeas Corpus to -ceom- 
mandq Sheriff Peter Hopkins to 
release Lee Yick，The writ was 
granted, Lee Yick was released on 
Aug. 24 on $100 bail and ordered 
to_ appear before California Su- 
Preme Court， 

On Dec. 28 the court ruled that 
Since the “ordinance applied 
equally to all persons engaged in 
the laundry business 让 was valid， 
.and Lee Yick was therefore in 
violation，They disregarded the 
argument of Lee Yick's attorneys 
that:200 Chinese had applied and 
been .denied the' rightsto iun 
laundries pP wooden buildings， 
while all but .one of 80 white 
laundrymen were given ”per- 
mission ， 

Lee Yick was SS back into 
Sheriff Hopkins' custody，and the 
Tung Hing Tong hired attorney 
Hall McAllister to join the two 
already working on the case. It 
came ,before .the US Supreme 
Court in the spring of 1886， 

Lee Yick's attorneys contended 
that the ordinance was unconsti- 
tutional because it could be and 
actually was applied discrimina'- 
torily against the Chinese，and 
denied them their 14th amend- 
ments Tights. The immediate 
effect of the ordinance had been to 
deprive them of their property

The city had claimed that the 
Chinese were denied “consent 
because they used wood scaffoid- 
ing on their rooftops to dry the 
clothes，and the white laundry- 
men did not have this fire hazard. 
It was the citys duty to regulate 
thelaundryindustry, they argued. 

The ， court concluded that 
regardless of the law's intent it was 
being used against a certain group 
of people，and ip a way that 
denied them equal PrIotection of 
the laws. For the first time in US 
constitutional law，the US Su- 
preme Court declared a law 
unconstitutional because ii Was 
applied in a discriminatory man- 
ner. The court furthermore ruled 
that the 14th amendments equal 
Protection clause applied to non- 
citizens， 

“It was a landmark civil rights 
ease. Lee Yick was a_ little man 
who was willing to stand up and 
fight for his rights,”historian Lai 
commented， noting that the case 
has since been referred to hun- 
dreds of times iniother legal battles 
against discrimination . 

Naming the school afterthecase， 
Jick Wo 0 瑟 opkins，will be an 
important lesson . for all citizens 
that the Chinese fought for thbeir 
Tights even a hundred years ago， 
Lai continued， Though Chan in 
his letter to the school board .had 
said honoring a Chinese laundry 
would only perpetuate racial 
Stereotypes， 工 ai dismissed this 
concern as iidiculous. 

“Being a laundryman is a good 
and honorable profession. There's 
nothing offtensive about laund- 
Ties,，he saidq.“And.the school is 
being named not for the laundry 
but for its connection with .civil 
rights，It dispels the .notion that 
the Chinese are docile and don't 
fight back.”

Reagan Considers 
Weakening Civil 
Rights Enforcement 


WASHINGTON 一 A.plan to 
abolish the Labor Department's 
Office of Federal Contract Com-

WASHINGTON As the 
Reagan administration considers 
approving the sale of advanced 
fighter planes to Taiwan，Ameri- 
can and Chinese officials，includ- 
ing US Secretary of State Alex- 
ander M, Haig Jr.，are expressing 
increasing concern over the effect 
of the sale on US-China relations， 

“In the period ahead it is going 
to be essential to both Beijing and 
the US to handjle this particular 
question with great sensitivity and 
care,”Haig saidq Saturday; noting 
that the proposed military sajles 
cast“a Very Worrisome specter” 
over US-China ties， 

HEADWAY 

After recent talks here with 
Reagan and Haig,， Chinese 
Foreign Minister Huang Hua 
reported that no headway had 
been made on the arms Sales issue， 
and that therefore Beijing's rela- 
tions with Washington could not 
advance， As a restlt of the talks 
Beijing decided against sending 
deputy chief of staff Liu Huaqing 
to Washington to discuss Chinese 
arms purchases and broadening 
the transfer of US military tech- 
nology to China， 

In his talk Saturday, Haig ack- 
nowledged Chinas ， complaint 
that supplying 'arms to Taiwan 
undermines Chinese efforts at 
reunification.，A recent Peoples 
Daily article claimed that Wash- 
ington had agreed that Taiwan 
was part of China，and had no 
right to sell arms to Taiwan， 

Huang said after his Washing- 
ton visit _ that . Taipei could 
continue to receive US arms at the 
present level of sophistication，bnut 
only for five years and in yearly 
diminishing ,amountsi the Net 
YorK Times reported. Any increase 
in arms sales would lead to a 
setback in relations, Huang warn- 
ed.

The aircraft sales would redeem 
Reagans campaign pledge to 
strengthen ties with Taiwan，bnut 
would also draw criticism from 
those .who feel that stronger ties to 
China are more in the US national 
interest than better ties to Tai- 
wan， Officially the adminis- 
tration claims no decision has been 
made to sell improved aircraft to 
Taiwan，

Women: Difficult but Needed

SAN FRANCISCO 一 In _ midqd- 
October, Judy Yung，Genny Lim， 
and Vincente :Tang started a 
one-year project researching “Chi- 
nese Women of America，1848- 
1982…Fundedby a$45,000 grant 
from the Women's Educational 
Equity program of the Depart- 
ment of 了 dueation，the project 
aims to examine the _ historical， 
racial， and social inequalities 
suftered by :Chinese American 
women, trace the contributions of 
Chinese Ameiican . women in 
order to _ provide positive role 
models，and to dispel ,prevailing 
Stereotypes of Chinese women that 
hinder their self:development. 

SURPRISE 

Recentiy，at their office in the 
Chinese _ Culture ， Center，Judy 
Yung and Genny Lim (their 
colleague - Vincente Tang is 
currently visiting China) admitted

history of Chinese women.“None 
of the poems colleeted: from the 
walls of buildings on Angel Island 
Was: wWIitten ”by ， women;” they 
noted 
LAST CHANCE 

Angel Island was the point of 
entry for the majority of Chinese 
immigrants 'between 1910 and 
1940, Because of the immigration 
exclusion laws， most Chinese 
immigrants of that time Had to 
rely on false papers to come to the 
US. They lived on Angel Island 
pending interrogation and apD- 
proval，which took between a few 
weeks and a few years. 

These immigrants were largely 
coming from poor coastal villages 
in Cuangdong，where most could 
only afford to invest on sending 
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young males to the US by buying 
false entry papers， At the time， 
only registered merchants Were 
allowed to bring their wives and 
daughters with them.， Prostitutes， 
who were sold to the American 
Chinese communities，comPpriised 
another portion of Chinese female 
immigrants, Yung and Lim repor- 
ted. 

According to an estimate of an 
immigration officer，during the 
exclusion period, only one-tenth of 
Chinese immigrants were female， 
and most'are now elderly or have 
passed away，Lim ， and Yung 
reported.“Thusi this is about the 
only last chance that we can 
collect any :oral history records 
from them,”Lim said , 

Lim, author of the play， 了 Paper 
Angels, and other works， is 
particularly concerned about the 
influence of mass media on 
Chinese American women- role 
Imodels. 

“In Hollywood-films and tele- 
vision ，series， Chinese “women 
either fall under the Suzy Wong 
category，or are passive，docile 
and accommodating women,”she 
pointed out: 
known case might be the China- 
town-born miovie actress Anna 
May Wong，who broke into films 
by playing a series of typecast roles 
Such as the seducetive woman or

The two women researchers 
Propose that the lack of positive 
role models for Chinese women 
has seriously hindered their self- 
development and， furthermore， 
damaged their self:esteem. As a 
consequence， the increasing edu:= 
cational achievements of modera 
Chinese American women do not 


necessarily bring propor- 
tionate achievement in the realm 
of job status'and salary. 


An analysis of the 1970 US 
Census indicates that only 13.3 匈 
of Chinese American women with 
post-graduate studies had an 
annual .income of .$10,000 -or 
more， ” compared ， with whites， 
27.7% and blacks 34.2%， and 
only 3,6% of Chinese women 
have attained Positions on the 
corporate-managerial level. The 
majority of Chinese ” American 
women remain in food services 
and clerical-secretarial jobs，they 
reported .

reveal sufficient evidence to Sup- 
port war crime charges.

Dr. 卫 qward Wetter and 也 ,LI. 
Stubblefield reported to a handful 
of military and State Department 
officialjs on July 1，1947. They 
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reported that Ishii and his 


colleagues were Cooperating fully， 
had prepared and were preparing 
voluminous reports and had 
agreed to_ supply photographs of 


selected exampjles of 8,000 slides 


of tissues from autopsies of 
humans and animals subjected to 
BVW experiments.” 

Human experiments， they 
pointed out， were better than 
animal experiments， They also 
stated that the USSR was believed 
to be in possession of "only a small 
portion of this _ technical infor- 
mation” and- since “any “War 
crimes ”trial would completely 
revealsuch data to all nations, it is 
felt that such publicity must be 
avoided in the interests of defense 
and national security of the US.”

prints，thbe emphasis is on the 


objects，not on the people using 


them . 

One print，done by Buddhist 
priest Sada Kaiseki in 1880，gave 
early warning about the perils of 
rapid Westernization and econ- 
omic dependence，In his print， 
“First Steps Toward National 
Prosperity,” 政 aiseki shows a boat 
ljaden with Chinese and. Western 
goods that he considered a threat 
to his strongly nationalistic ideals， 
These included steel，silver，lead， 
cotton，lamps，clocks，umbrellas 
and VWestern footwear， 

With amazing Prescience of 
troubles that would afflict the 
modern world a hundred years 
later，Kaiseki also invented an 
“anti-imported ljamp”which used 
seed oil instead of imported 
petroleum . 

Kaisekis views were not the 
ones commonly held in Japan in 
the mid-19th century; and most 
prints showed Japanese figures 
eagerly learning to use the West- 
tern gadgets, One even shows the 
Japanese exploring 王 ngland's 
official buildqing in Yokohama， 

Sub-titled “Splendor Beyond 
Comparison "this print shows the 
large-scale buildqing with the 
English flag flying from its roof. 
Unique architectural details such 
as towers， louvre doors and 
balconies were given special atten- 
tion. In contrast, the English and 
Japanese people both inside and 
outside the building are tiny， 
making the _ building appear 
almost as a doll house，The tiny

Japan's rapid acquisition of 
Western technology and the great 
strides they took on their own are 
well-known today.

According to Councilman Riles， 
Chinatown merchants - have 


expressed concern that the restaur- 
ants and other facilities in the

byBART, which holdqs thesubway 
and service easement rights at the 
site， will also be required. Current 
plans call for building the office 
tower over the BART tunnel，but 
Asian Holdings claims it can solve 
the technical problems. 

In addition，buildings higher 
than 150 feet must be cleared by 
the Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion. 

It normally takes about 12 
Weeks for the city to _ check over 
the drawings，surveys and en- 
gineering reports required from 
developers of large buildqings，but 
this time could be doubled for the 
Trans Pacific Centre with all the 
extra considerations involved，ac- 
cording to city planning officials.
